From the Yemen to the big top 


E very English village has its characters, and a spe¬ 
cial parade to mark the official opening of the com¬ 
munity shop in Hinton St George tomorrow will be 
led by a bugle call from resident Hugh Leach OBE. 

Hugh is always in the thick of village events and gives a 
sermon on Remembrance Sunday but is not unknown for 
him to be seen in clown makeup. 

Mr Leach, now 78, spent 36 years as a soldier and a 
diplomat in the Middle East and since his retirement, has 
expanded his interests by exploring the regions of Central 
Asia, leading several expeditions of young people into the 
mountainous regions of North Pakistan. 

As an historian for the Royal Society of Asian Affairs, he 
now spends time in London giving lectures and has also 
written of his adventures in his documentative books “Seen 
in the Yemen” and “Strolling About on the Roof of the 
World” which contain spectacular images of the places and 
people he has encountered along the way. He has accumu¬ 
lated a large scrap book of photos which he intends to do¬ 
nate to the War Museum. 

Describing himself as Leach of Arabia, an arabist stolen 
from the army by the Eoreign Office in 1958 after learning 
Arabic at their language school, one of his favourite claims 
to fame is a listing in a classic motorcycle book, between 
T E Lawrence (Lawrence of Arabia) and Marlon Brando. 

Hugh has had three great loves in his life, the army, the 
circus and his 1967 customised Landrover Martha. 

He has many and varied souvenirs of his career, including 
pieces of railway line blown up by TE Lawrence which he 
uses to prop up some of his extensive library but one of 
his most prized possessions is a large simple piece of paper 
with traditional poems in Arabic script, written by a boy 
he taught to write. 

The grandson of the oldest printer to the church of Eng¬ 
land, on leaving Sandhurst at 21 Hugh didn’t even know 
where the Middle East was, but as part of the Tank Regi¬ 
ment detachment with 40 Commando, was in the first tank 
ashore in Port Said on November 6th 1956. 

His eventual transfer to the Eoreign Office prevented his 
having to go back to a quieter life. He became a desert in¬ 
telligence officer and according to Cairo radio, was killed 
three times. 

In the 1970s, after four years in Saudi Arabia, Hugh was 
posted to Egypt where he spent the happiest four years of 
his life, living next to the Pyramids and taking a seven mile 
pony trap journey to the embassy. 

He said: “I would always park next to the ambassador’s 
Rolls, who would comment on the droppings from the 
pony and I would point out the oil from the car. He was a 
lovely ambassador. 

“I always loved the circus and as a boy wanted to be ei¬ 
ther an engine drive, captain of the Queen Mary or run 
away to the circus. 

“When I was on leave, I bought a half share in a circus 
and took some of them out to Egypt where they performed 
jointly with the Egyptian State Circus. 

“The lovely ambassador thought it was a good thing that 
a stuffy diplomat should have a circus and that it was great 
for Anglo Egyptian relations. 

“We had the whole back page of their equivalent of The 
Times, with pictures of a boy on one leg on a high wire

throwing knives at a nine year old girl and belly dancers 
on stilts. 

“All Arabs were terrified of snakes and my circus partner. 
Count Andre Maximillian Hazard of Bulgaria, said our 
best act is a snake act. Can you get hold of a 14 feet python, 
so we went to the zoo. 

“When this little girl came on with a snake wrapped 
around her and pretended it was squeezing her, it was quite 
a spectacle. The snake lived in my laundry basket with a 
brick on top for the two weeks of the performance.” 

When he finally retired, Hugh lived in Hertfordshire with 
his eldest sister and her husband for a while before settling 
in Hinton St George which he has found handy for regular 
trips to his London Cottage. 

He loves the people and the sense of community, having 
lived so many years in a country where hospitality is every¬ 
thing. 

Although his share of the circus only lasted five years, 
he is still on the board of the Academy of Circus Arts and 
is keen to see young people continue the skills, such as 
how to put up a big top. 

He said that the performance people see is only a tenth 
of what goes on in the unique way of life, there is so much 
more to it and he is always happy to talk to anyone about 
the wonderful people who inhabit the world of the circus.

Village angered by arson 
attack on farm's straw man

THE straw bale man pointing the way to apple day at North 
Perrott Fruit Farm was destroyed by arson on the night of 
Thursday, October 6 th. 

The arson attack took place despite torrential rain. 

Police are now seeking witnesses to come forward. They 
believe that someone left the scene in a truck and would like 
anyone who was in the area at the time who may have infor¬ 
mation to contact them. 

Fire crews were called to the scene by police at about 
11.30pm. 

The 20 feet bale man had been erected at the edge of one 
of the orchards in an elevated field, opposite the farm shop 
by the side of the road. It was put up in mid September to 
advertise the apple day events this weekend. 

Fruit farmer John Hoskyns said his niece Millie had de¬ 
signed the giant gingerbread man, built out of four round 
bales with two rectangular bales as arms. 

He said: “It had become quite a talking point but had no 
idea the level of feeling in the village. We have been quite 
overwhelmed with people contacting us and saying how 
shameful it is and how angry they are and the school children 
are particularly upset. 

“It appears to have been fire bombed with some kind of in¬ 
cendiary device made at home and then whoever did it 
dropped it and left, they didn’t stay around to watch. 

“About 20 trees were damaged but we won’t know for sure 
until spring if they will survive.”
